Of General

The death last week of Lt. 

Joseph W. Stillwell came 
as a personal loss to Joe Hin- 
Jn*, 249 Grove street, who as an 
army protographer became ac- 
<|ualnted with the General In 
1941, when Stillwell was Com¬ 
mandant at Ft. Ord, California. 

Liater, Hinojos. who was then 
staff protographer for the Ft. 
Ord Panorama, was to get ex- 
clnslve pictures of General Still¬ 
well on his first return as Com¬ 
manding General of the China- 
Borma-India theatre ,and as the 
StlUwoIl family photogropher, was 
to photograph the wedding of 
General Stillwell’s daughter Wini¬ 
fred. 

Most prized possession of the 
former army Sergeant Is a per¬ 
sona] letter written on stationery 
of the commander of American 
forces, C B-I. thanking him for 
pictures of his daughter’s ■wefl- 
rtlng. 'The letter is signed by 
"J. W. Stillwell. Lt.-Gen., U. S. 
Army." 

Among Hinojos many fine pic¬ 
tures of the late general, Is an 
exclusive shot taken from an 
upstairs window of the Stillwell 
home at Carmel in November, 
1944, showing top army officers 
and press a.ssociatlon representa¬ 
tives arriving for a conference 
with the General, who had just j 
returned from China This was' 
the local photogropher’s last of - 
ficial assignment at Ft. Ord. 

Ottier pictures Include shots of ' 
the famous General rcl.axing 
with his giant Schnauzer “Gar¬ 
ry”, playing with his small grand- 
Bon. and gardening at his home. 
One picture of General Stillwell 
appeared in an exhibition of 22 
print.s displayed by Hinojos at, 
the Mii.seum of Art in San Fran¬ 
cisco. j 

Irike others of all ranks and ' 
ratings who served under Gen-, 
ernl Stillwell’s command during; 
the War. Hinojos can relate many 
Incidents that illu.strnte the late 
General’s deep sen.se of demo ; 
■cracy, which endeared him to so ‘ 
»mny.

The present OPA law says categorically that "the general con¬ 
trol of prices and the use of subsidy powers shall ... be termi¬ 
nated as rapidly as possible." It is the duty of the decontrol board 
to carrv out that plain mandate.

Dos Angeles is producing less 
paper base building materials 
during the present huge con¬ 
struction program than at any 
time during the war. 

This statement was made In 
an appeal to the public to save 
old newspapers and magazines 
for veterans’ housing. 

Present demands for such 
items as wall and plaster board 
liners, building and roofing felts, 
and sheathing paper now exceed 
by more than four times those 
of pre-war years, yet local mills 
are receiving less supplies of 
rawmatcrlnls than at any time 
since 1939, salvage officials 
stated. 

To combat such shortages they 
ask that all citizens substitute 
ordinary wastepaper for old 
newspapers used for wrapping 
garbage or fuel. When a suffi¬ 
cient quantity has been saved 
It should be bundled and turned 
In to a school drive or given 
to charitable organigatlons for 
the housing program.
